How blessed the 
simpler provision ot the grace of God and 
the glorious gospel of Jesus Christ, viz. : 
that we may receive the quickening life 
of Jesus into our very flesh and blood, as

the antidote of Satan’s power and poison, 
and the source of new physical life. The 
discovery of modern science that disease 
is caused by living germs, is surely a 


strange approximation to the doctrine of. 
the New Testament that sickness is the 


‘result of living spirits of evil that prey 
upon the body. Why may not these 


animaiculz be themselves the offspring . 


of the spirits of darkness that infest the 
human frame. But the very fact that 
disease is the result of living forces 
makes it all the more necessary that a 
‘ living God should touch it with His 
‘almighty hand, and quicken us with His 
almighty life. . After all, the deeper 
secret of the Lord’s healing is simply 
this: ‘‘ The life of Jesus is made manifest 
in our mortal flesh.” And yet the church 
will ask, and is asking, as we see from 
some of our exchanges to-day, ‘‘ How can 
this man give us His flesh to eat?” and 
denouncing as ridiculous the idea of 
Christ imparting His physical life to our 
bodies directly.

A Sermon Preached by Rev, A.B. Simpson in the Gospel 
Tabernacle, New York, February 1, 1891. 





‘* But unto you that fear my name shall the Sun 
of Righteousness arise with healing in His wings; 
and ye shall go forth, and grow up as ealves of 
the stall.” Malachiiv: 2. 


“WRHIS isacry out of the darkness of 
T the Old Testament night, the hour 

just before the morning, and in 
some sense the daikest hour of the night. 
The picture that Malachi gives of his 
time is a dark and sad one. It was not 
that the world was wrong, the world 
has always been wrong, and God has not 
expected anything of it—but the church 
was wrong. It wasa time of unright- 
eousness, selfishness,ard utter formalism 


among the followers of God. What few | 


faithful ones there were, were obliged to 
stand apart. ‘‘Then they that feared 
the Lord spake often one to another: 
and the Lord hearkened and heard it, 
and a book of remembrance was written 
before Him for them that feared the 
Lord, and that called upon His name.” 
But to these waiting ones there came 
the earliest rays of the promise respect- 
ing the coming dawn. The light was at 
length to shine upon the world’s night, 
and the Sun of Righteousness arise with 
heaJing in His wings. We have but to 
turn two leaves in our Bible, and we 
read the glorious response from the 
chapters of Matthew. ‘‘The people 
which sat in darkness saw great light; 
and to them which sat in the region and 
shadow of death hght is sprung up.” 
This was fulfilled in Christ's first com- 
ing. It is repeatedly fulfilled as He re- 
veals Himself again and again to His 
individual followers, and it will be most 
gloriously of al] consummated in His 
personal coming to inaugurate the dawn 
of the bright Millenial day. 

Me | I, THE SUN. a 

This most glorious object of nature has 
ever been regarded as suggestive at least 
of God, and many forms of false religion 
have worshiped the sun as an.object of 
idolatrous homage. The Bible uses this 
figure frequently with reference ta God. 
‘*The Lord God is asun and shield.” ‘‘T 
am the Light of the world.” It is ex- 
pressive, first, of the fact of em- 
bodied light. The Sun is the receptacle 
of light, the embodiment of solar light. 
Light existed before the sun, but was on 
the fourth day of creation concentrated 


in the sun, which henceforth became the 
particular luminary of this system of 
So the Lord Jesus is the em- 
bodiment of divine light. In the rela- 
tions of the Trinity, speaking reverently, 


"| God may be regarded as set forth by the: 


original light, and Jesus Christ by the 
sun in which the light is concentrated, 


.| while the Holy Spirit is represented by 


the atmosphere which diffuses and dis- 
tributes the light. 

1. Christ as the Sun of Righteousness 
is the source of light. From Him comes 
the light of truth, the knowledge of God, 
of salvation, of direction upon the path 
of duty, of the future. He is not only 
the source of light, but He is Himself 
the light. He does not merely shine or 
reflect His rays into the heart, but He 
Himself comes to shine within us as 
our very Light and Guide. ‘‘ Iam the 
way, and the truth: He that followeth 
me shall not walk in darkness, but sha)] 
have the light of life.” 

2. He is the source of life. The sun is 
the great quickener, and so Jesus is the 
author of natural life and of spiritual 
life, From Him comes the new creation 
as well as the old. From Him comes the 
deeper life of sanctification, and the 
quickening of our mortal body. He is 
the true life of all His children, and He 
is described as ‘‘ Christ who is your life.” 

3. He is the source of love. The sun 
warms the frigid earth, melts the chains 
of winter, and covers the earth with 
beauty, luxuriance and gladness ; and so 
Jesus Christ is the source of love. He 
warms the cold heart into devotion, fills 
it with His gladness and fervor, and sends 
it forth with the impulses of consecrated 
zeal to serve and glorify Him and bless 
the world. His presence in the heart is 
a fountain of love and joy, and makes a 
perpetual summer and perennial fruitful- 
ness, 

4. Christ is the source of power. The 
power to-day which moves the material 
system comes from the sun. It is its 
gravitating force which draws in its 
orbit the circling planets. It is its heat 


--:| which ages ago stored away the strata of 


coal beneath the ground, from. which 
comes the power which keeps moving all 
the wheels and machinery on earth ; and 
so Jesus Christ is the divine source of 
strength. He, and He alone, can enable 
us to overcome, resist, and rise above the 
power of sin and the temptations of the 
world. He, and He alone, can cembat 
the forces that are opposed ‘to us in our 
Christian life. He endues us for our 
work, and crowns it with success and 
power. He sends the Holy Ghost. He 
moves the wheels of Providence. He 
makes our lives effectual for His will, 
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_ and the great purposes that He inspires 
in our hearts, and if He is dwelling in us 
‘He enables us to use the very power of 
omnipotence, and to claim such mighty 

_. . promises as these: ‘‘ Al! things are pos- 
-. gible to him that believeth.” ‘I caa do 
. all things through Christ that strergth- 

eneth me.” 


os. I. THE SUNIUSE. ee 
‘- In a very important sense this, of 
_. course, refers to the fires: coming of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. When He appeared 
on earth the sun rose for the first time 
over the world’s darkness, and it has 
: been shining ever since; and so the mes- 
~ gage comes to us, ‘‘ Arise, shine, for thy 
wa light is come, and the giury of the Lord 
- is risen upon thee.” We do not need to 
_. wait for Christ to come, or the Holy 
Spirit to descend fron: heaven. The 
Saviour has appeared, and the Holy 
- Spirit has come down; the light is shin- 
“ing. We have but to dwell in it, to 
throw open the shutters and let it in. 
_ «But in a second and a blessed sense the 
>" gun rises upon us when Jesus is revealed. 
Jt was such a rising when He. appsared 
.- to Saul on his way to Damascus, and 
transformed his whole life.” When it 
.. pleased God, who separated me from my 
- mother’s womb, to reveal His Son it: me, 
was ever the epoch of his life. Spe king 
. of it again, he says, ‘‘God who com- 
. Manded the light to shine out of darkness 
“hath shined in our hearts.” 
It is such a sunrise when He comes in 
_ His deeper revealing. ‘‘If a man love 
_ :me,” says the Master, “‘I will love him, 
~and will manifest myself unto him.” 
'. This word, ‘‘ manifest,” literally means 
to shine out with effulg-nt-glory. It is 
_.@ picture of a glorious sunlight of the 
“soul, and it is indeed a Lright and glori- 
“ous hour when Jesus comes to be the 
Sun of our innermost fir:nament, and the 
light of everlasting day. Then it is, 
_- indeed, true, ‘‘The Sun shall be no more 
thy light by day, nor the moon by night,

~~” Again, the sun rises upon us when the

ium, but the book of Revelation was 
written for the Christian church, and, 
therefore, it is the Morning Starthat ap- 
pears, and the hidden ones who shall be 
caught up before the others to meet the 
Lord in the air. For us shall come the 
glad sunrise, too; but it shall come from 
the heaven-side, for we shall be with Him 
there, and we shall return with the Sun 
when He arises upon the dark world. 


IM. THE EFFECTS OF THE SUNRISING. 


The first effect is righteousness. The 
light comes to put us right, and to reveal 
to us that which is not right. Jesus as 
the Sun of Righteousness is the one who 
comes to adjust us to all the relationships, 
attitudes, perplexities and difficulties that 
need His delicate and divine touch. How 
often we feel perplexed and unable to 
adapt ourselves to some delicate and 
difficult situation, requiring, perhaps, a 
spirit of perfect love, and yet of perfect 
wisdom, justice and firmness; to be at 
once ventle and decided ; courageous, and 
yet humble ; to love two persons in just 
proportion, each of whom has claims 
upon our hearts, and yet whose relation- 
ships are so different. It requires the 
most delicate touch of Christ to put us 
right ; to love some injurious and uncon- 
genial person ; to understand some deli- 
cate question of duty, and, understand- 
ing it, to meet it, not only in our word 
and deed, but even in our faintest spirit 
and motive. How difficult this often is, 
and He alone can adjust us to it; but, 
blessed be His dear name, He can; and 
when the heart is bewildered and almost 
defeated, He loves to come as our Sun of 
Righteousness, and not only show us the 
light, but give us the sight and give us 
the rightness. 


II. He comes with healing. How His 


presence brings rest to the nerves and 
the brain, the heart and the arm. No 
doubt the prophet referred to His minis- 
try of physical healing, and this is still 
unchanged. The same Sun that shone 
on the Galilean hills is still able to melt 
away the fetters of disease, and the 
frost chains of pain and sickness. But 


j let us not forget where we find the heal- 


ing. It is under His wings, nestling 
close to His bosom, so near to Him that 
we can lean our head upon His breast, 
and drink in His very life by the touch of 
John the Beloved upon His gentle bosom. 
“He that dwelleth in the secret place 
of the Most High shall abide under the 
shadow of the Almighty. He shall 
cover thee with His feathers and under 
His wings shalt\thou trust. Thou shalt 
not be afraid for 
for the arrow that 

Thirdly, gladness, freedom, growth. 
‘They shall go forth and grow up as 
calves of the stall.” This is the beauti- 
ful picture of the glad spring time when 
the cattle are set free from the stall and 
leap for gladness and, liberty in the 
bright fields of the spring. How utterly 
it describes the change from the Old 
Testament to the New. The restraints 
of Judaism are for everset aside by the 
glorious liberty and abundant pasture of 





| the gospel of Christ. How beautifully it 


describes the change from the old rigors 
of a life of bondage under the law, even 


in this age Into the gladness of Christ’s - | 


indwelling and the freedom of His 
joyous service. Beloved are we living 
in the sunlight and in the spring? Are 
we taking our glorious freedom? Are 
we growing up into all the fullness of 
Jesus, and are we feeding upon the rich 


pastures that are springing on every side 


of this precious inheritance of truth and 
grace ? | 

Are we leaping and praising God in the 
fullness of our glad and victorious hearts ? 
Are we dwelling in the sunshine or in the 
night? Let us arise for our light is come, 
and the glory of the Lord is risen upon us. 


IV. THE CONDITIONS OF ENJOYING SUNLIGHT. 


“Unto them that fear my name.” 
The very sunlight of heaven is dependent 
upon the atmosphere of earth. Go up 
one hundred miles beyond the globe sur-: 
face and you will get beyond the atmo- 
sphere. The result would be that the 
sun would glare in the heavens like a ball 
of fire, but the heavens and the firmament 
would be black as starless night, because 
of the absence of the elastic medium of 
the atmosphere which refracts and dif- 
fuses the light and makes it visible. And 
so, in the spiritual world, the enjoyment 
of Christ depends upon our spiritual 
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atmosphere. The true medium through 
which to see and enjoy God, is that spirit 


described in the Old Testament as the. 


fear of the Lord; not the slavish fear 
that dreads Him, but a loving, gentle, 
meek, yet trusting deference to His Lord 
‘in every thing ; a fear rather to lose His 
perfect love and grieve His kind heart, 
_and a sensitive desire to do His will in 
everything. To such His love will ever 
be revealed, and His joy made manifest ;

The inheritance of 
Joshua in ancient Canaan was Timnath- 
serah, the city of the sun. There let us 
dwell in light and gladness, singing for- 
ever,

OLDEN TEXT.—''Not by might,nor by power 
but by my Spirit saith the Lord.”? Zechariah 
v: 6. 

The Ascended Prophet and the Fallen Mantle, 


Phis event wasto mark anew period in the 
history of Elisha. He had been the faithful ser- 
vant of Elijah until now but from this time he 
was to be the prophet of the Lord, and the 
leading figure in testimony of the God of Israel. 
He had been in training with the prophet 
@ Elijah for fourteen years, but now the full re- 

F Sponsibility of witnessing for God was to rest 
upon him; and he was to be the most commanding 
figure of his time. Elijah’s work was from this 
event ended, and his marvelous ministry su- 
perseded by Elisha. Years before,the mantle of a 
separating call had fallen upon him when plow- 
ing in the field with his oxen. So thoroughly 
did it influence him that he burnt his plow, and 
offered the’oxen in sacrifice, responding entirely 
to the call and all it meant to him. Now the 
mantle of enduement and power falls upon him 
to enable and equip him for the work he was 
to do. 

What strange impressions must have been 
Made upon Elisha and the young men in the 








upon Elisha. 
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schools of the prophets by Elijah’s mysterious 
disappearance. How little the people under- 
stood it, we may gather from the mocking of the 
children as they cried to Elisha, ‘‘go up thou 
bald head, go.’” How slow to realize that God 
had really taken him, and only after their fruit- 
less search would they believe that he had really 
gone. There will be another mysterious trans- 
lation some day, when Enoch and Elijah like the 
‘living, waiting, watchful believers, shall be caught 
up together with the sleeping dead, raised at the 
coming of the Lord, to meet im in the air and so 
to be forever with Him. See 1 Thess. fourth chap. 
How the world and those left at the coming of 
the Lord -will be surprised, and in their scientific 
wisdom (?) probably try to account for the mys- 
terious disappearance on some sacrifice? prin- 
ciples, so slow are men to acknowledge the super- 
natural, and believe the word of God. 


The Endued Prophet, and the Divided Waters. 


The great need of the church to-day is the en- | 


duement of power. Elisha felt that what he 
most needed was thata ‘‘doubje portion of his 
Master’s Spirit should reat upon him.” This re-. 
quest was granted to him in the observance of 
certain conditions stipulated by Elijah. ‘‘If 
thou see me go.”” This kept Jlisha very close to 
his master and with a tenacious faith, he walked 


in his constant fellowship. From the time that - 


the mantle of Elijah feli upon him at his call, to 
the time when the mantle fell from his ascend- 
ing master, he had been the constant, and faith- 
ful servant of Elijah; but now he was to com- 
mence his work as the prophet of the Lord; and 
should be equipped for his work by the power 
that should come upon him if he saw his muster 
depart. He was with him and saw him ascend 
and caught the mantle. We cannot read this 


‘1 account without being reminded of another as- 


cension, and of another mantle of power, in 
Acts first and second chapters. After the re- 
surrection of Christ He had told His disciples to 
tarry at Jerusalem until they should be endued 


. with power from on high, and in strict obedi- 


ence they waited. After He ascended the gift of 
the Holy Ghost came upon them, as an equip- 
ment for the service of baing witnesses ; and just 
as Elisha smote the river and passed over dry 
shod, thus manifesting that the spirit of Elijah 
did rest upon him, so the disciples went out to 
witness for Jesus, and the signs of the presence 


_.-¥ and power of God were with them in conversion. 


So if we like Elisha and the early disciples fulfill 
unreservedly the conditions the mantle of power 


“| will come down upon us. 


We find that ere Klisha took up the Mantle of Elijah, 
he Rent hie own Clothes. 

Power from God only comes in the realization 
of ourown weakness, and as we take our place in 
self-humiliation. The end of self, and of self-im- 
portance and creature strength must be reached. 
The power of Christ can only rest upon weak- 
ness, for when we are weak then are we strong. 
At his first call the mantle was cast upon him. 
Now it is taken hold of by him. 


In the Possession of Hlijah’s Office we Should Exhibit 
the Power of Hlijal’s God. 

The atudents from the schools of the prophets 
were locking on and doubtless wondering how 
Elisha would get across the Jordan. The teat of 
power very soon came. Elisha was equal to it. 
He did not shrink oreven timidly take up the 
mantle, butin the power of faith he smote, and 
God divided the waters. This was the unmis- 
takable evidence that the spirit of Elijah rested 
These were the signs following 
which attested the reality of the presence of 
God. So now the world looks on and asks 
‘what do ye more than others?”’ They expect 
more from you than form others. Every particle 
of truth we profess to step upon puts us under the 
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solema responsibility to live it out among men. 
If you profess holiness, men have a right to see 
you holy; if you profess healing, they havea 
right to see you healed. If you profess ‘a high- 
er life’’,your walk should be as high as your talk. 

Faith Should be in God, and not in any Official 
Mantle. 

‘*Where is the Lord God of Elijah?” The man- 
tle is not enough. How many there are who go 
with the mantle instead of the Master. Power is 
not in external, but in the indwelling of the Holy 
Ghost. Not even the staff of the prophet or yet 
the servant of the prophet can raise the dead; 
we must have the Master’s own, real presence 
with vs, or else everything will fail, 


The Healing of the Waters of Jericho, oe ae 


The city of Jericho has a remarkable history, 
It was taken by Joshua on the first entrance of 
Israe] into Canaan. It was cursed by God, who 
foresaw its rebuilding. It was rebuilt by Hiel in 
the reign of Ahab, and cost him both his first- 
born and youngest sons, according to the word 
of God spoken in reference to its rebuilding. 
It was therefore a city on which the cursa of God 
rested. 

This appeal to Elisha for the healing of its 
waters, was really a confession as to its con. 
dition and it is in si rict accord with the ministry 
of Eli ha that his fir3t act of public service was 
beneficent in its chiuracter. The appeal of those 
peop} of Jericho t» the prophet of the Lord,.is 
but a sype of the c. astant appeal being made to 
the church by the world to heal its waters of 
deep moral pollution. The prophet the world 
needs to-day is the prophet of practical benefits, 
Christ said to His disciples when the hungry 
multitude appeale. to them for food in the 
wilderness, ‘‘Give ze them to eat,” and instru- 
mentelly we are here for that Purpose and un- 
less wo are doing is, we are not answering our 
missicn. The worl! is poisoned at the source of 
its life, and the results are that all its streams are 
but moral pollutio.. Disease, barrenness, and 
death are on ever; hand, and the remedy must 
be as real as the disease in order to be of any 
real benefit. 

The world being polluted at its source must be 
healed at its source, It is no use to begin at 
some one of its streams and yet leave the fount- 
tion polluted. Sy:iptoms indicate disease and 
1nay guide to what is the disease, but to cure 
symptoms you mus: cure the disease. Ameliora- 
ain is not regeneration. ondition is deeper 
than practical life, and the truth is that except 
aman le born again he cannot see the Kingdom 
of God. 

The Waters of Jericio were Healed at Their Source 
by anew cruse with salt taken by the prophet 
and cast into the spring. This brings out the 
new kind of ministry of Elisha as compared with 
Elijah. No longer judgment but grace. It may 
also illustrate the contrast between the law and 
the gospel. The olc law cannot bring healing to 
man, the new cruse of the gospel does meet 
man’s need and secures perfect healing. The 
salt reminds of that incorruptness of doctrine of 
which the apostle speaks to Timothy, and of that 
speech which should be always seasoned with 
salt and ministering grace to the hearer. Salt is 
good, but it is alse very sharp especially if well 
rubbed in. 

Lt was the Lord who Healed the Waters of Jericho, 

Like everything else He does, it is done per- 
fectly and permanently. To day travelers tell us 
that the water from this well isthe sweetest in 
Palestine. ‘tI have healed these waters, there 
shall not be from thence any more death or bar- 
ren land.” 

The Results of the Healing of the Waters, 

The barrenness gave place to fruitfulness, the 
death to life, and then refreshment was abundant

\, est service for the Master about the 
ag power of the Spirit, and the won- 
derful manifestations given at different 
times of that power, that it alniost seems 
there may be a danger of spiritual life 
becoming a little one-sided by allowing 
itself to develop too much in one direc- 
tion. We can never praise God too 
much that His Holy Spirit is the Spirit 
of power, and we would not undervalue 
the working of that power in any degree. 
But let us remember that He works in 
two ways. He bestows both gifts and 
graces—the one for outward manifesta- 
tions, the other for the maturing and per- | 
fecting of the inner life. Itis worthy of 
notice that after Paul has enumerated in 
the twelfth chapter of I. Corinthians 
the wonderful gifts of the Spirit, and 
described in some measure their marvel- 
ous workings, he ends by saying: ‘‘ Yet 
show I unto you a more excellent way.” 
And then there follows that exquisite 
chapter on’ the crowning grace of the 
Spirit—Love. This. undoubtedly, places 
the graces of the Spirit far above His 
gifts. |

The last chapter of Hosea gives us a 
very sweet picture of the work of the 
Spirit within the heart of the Christian. 
Gpd gives this precious promise in verse 
5: “LZ will be as the dew unto Israel.” 
“The dweller in those hot eastern countries 
could readily understand this figure. 
-The rainfall there is so uncertain that the 
copious deposit of dew is a blessing, and, 
indeed. a necessity for the maturing of 
their crops. The dew only falls when 
the night is quiet and cool. A cloud in 
‘the sky will prevent its falling, and the 
heat will also keep it off. Though the 
‘air around the flower may be full of 
moisture, unless the conditions are met 
the flower does not receive the dew. If 
‘God is to come to us like the dew, we, 
‘too, must be quiet and cool. The unrest- 
‘ful, anxious, worried spirit will never find 
the sweet influences of the Spirit gather- 
ing around it and dropping upon it like 
the refreshing dew. How much we lose 
by our very anxiety to be blessed. The 
old fathers used to advise three kinds of 
-stillness. First, that of the tongue. 
~The ceaseless, constant talker, even if 
not a malicious one, always loses power. 
_It is far better to say too little than too 
-much. It is far better to spend much 
“time alone with the Lord than to be a 
~great deal in the society of the best of 
people. Talkers will find that spiritual 
life has oozed out somehow after an 
‘hour’s idle chat. We must learn this 
lesson of silence in regard to the tongue. 
Then the fathers spoke of the silence 

of desire. This is a deeper lesson. How 
-our prayers do go up to God for things 
“we want! How hard it is for many 


Christians to say, with a real heartfelt 


wish, ‘‘Thy will be done.” God wants 
such a complete union of our spirits with 
- His, that the prayer shall not be so much 
/@ request as a drawing near to God to 
“understand fully His will and purpose. 
- There is much blessing in such a place of 
restfulness in Him. 
~. Deeper even than this, however, is the 
Stillness of thought. The apostle says 
“we are not sufficient of ourselves to 
think any thing as of ourselves.” That 


is pretty strong language, but they are 
. God’s words. 
- to maintain comparative quietness with 


Some people have learned 


-their tongues, who yet feel themselves 
allowed to keep up a terrible thinking 
‘inside. The dew will not gather to such 
.a heated surface. Oh, how blessed to be 
- able to stop all thoughts. Not only harsh, 
critical and unkind ones, but all endeavor 


- to form a correct judgment of things, 


and to sink back into God and say, ‘‘ Thou 
knowest.” Into the heart that has learned 
these three lessons of stillness of speech, 
desire and thought, God’s presence 
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sweetly distils like the gentle dew. What 
is the result? We are told in the same 
paragraph in Hosea, ‘‘ He shall grow.” 

As the effect of the gentle shower: of 
dew upon the flowers is to make them 
grow, so the Christian who would also 
grow, must get under the gentle shower 
of the Holy Spirit. Nothing else will 
bring it. We may strive after it as we 
will, or agonize in prayer for weeks about 
it, the growth comes quietly and slowly, 
and without observation. We need to 
take time to grow in grace. Not into 
grace, that is a definite step ; but once in, 
don’t be afraid of the quiet, waiting days 
when, perhaps unconsciously to yourself, 
quietly, and yet most surely, the Lord is 
causing you to grow. 

There are several results of growth 
spoken of in this chapter. The first is 
likethelily. This isan emblem of purity, 
beauty and fragrance, all of which are 
graces of the Spirit. If you go into a 
garden you do not need to be told where 
the sweet lily of the valley is hiding, you 
are conscious of its presence when once 
you are near it. So we, too, should have 
al unconscious atmosphere of fragrance 
around us all the time that shall be re- 
cognized as the breath of the Spirit. 
How few really sweet Christians there 
are in the world. God surely does not 
want itso. He would have His people 
bearing about constantly something of 
His own fragrance. . 

Then, too, the growth should be as the 
cedars of Lebanon, which send _ their 
roots down deep into the ground and take 
such a strong hold there that the fierce 
storms of that mountainous region have 
no effect upon them. But not. only is 
this growth deep and out of sight, but the 
branches spread above. If you are 
growing strong, beloved, it cannot all be 
hid. There will be something about you 
which others will lean upon, and your 
shade will be refreshing to them. Are 
you sending your roots down deep into 
Christ, and growing so strong that the 
storms of life have no effect upon you, 
except to make you grow stronger. 

Growth is also to be like the olive tree. 
This is the type of fruitfulness. If we 
grow to be sweet as the lily, and strong 
as the cedar, we shal] soon become fruit- 
ful as the olive. We shall not have to 
strain after fruitfulness; it will come of 
itself. Who ever heard of a fruit tree 
trying to bear fruit? If it is inahealthy 
condition it cannot keep back the fruit. 
So our fruit will be borne to God spon- 
taneously, and it will be abundant, be- 
cause of the abundant presence of the 
Spirit within us, 

There is one other thought here about 
growth: ‘‘ Hissmell shall be as Lebanon.” 











Fragrance is twice mentioned, as though 
it were twice as important as either 
strength or fruitfulness. It is a different 
kind of fragrance now, not sweetness so 
much as spiciness. There isa difference 
between the smell of the lily and the 
smell of evergreens. Even our sweet- 
ness must have something about it that 
is fresh and crisp. There is a sweetness 
that palls upon us, and suggests weak- 
ness, The sweetness of the Lord is 
never like this, but is ever bracing and 
invigorating. And that sweetness will 
be ours if we get under the gentle rain of 
the Spirit, and allow Him to perfect His 
graces within us. The full-rounded 
Christian will desire them even more 
than His gifts. 





‘On Your Knees. 





N the Christian service there are num- 
erous calls for knee-work. By this ex- 
ercise the saints of God are brought to 
the highest spiritual development, and 
win their grandest victories. Rev. James 
Caughey, when in his earnest evangelistic 
career, often used to cry, ‘‘Knee work, 
brethren, KNEE WorRK!” That battle cry 
nerved thousands of Christian hearts, and 
brought them under the shadow of the 
Mercy Seat, where they realized the New 
Testament enduement. 
But it is of a peculiar kind of knee-work 
of which we write at present. There is no 
need that we should dwell upon the power 
of prayer, unless it be that we urge our 
readers to be regular and continuous in 
the exercises, if they would grow in grace 
and be mighty in the conflict with the 
forces of evil. 

We desire in this connection to uttera 
word in behalf of reading the Scriptures on 
your knees, One of God’s loved ones re- 
cently said to us that when converted she 
did much of that sort of reading, and 
found it to be exceedingly profitable. She 
read the sermon on the Muunt on her 
knees, her eyes fastened upon Jesus, 
from whose gracious lips proceeded those 
sentences of infinite love and light, and 
with her heartlonging for the Holy Spirit’s 
illumination. And these upliftings of 
soul were not in vain. Light from heaven 
flooded the hallowed. page. As she read, 
the truth was emphasized. She laid hold 
upon it, and ere long she entered Beulah 
Land, and ever since has been a dweller 
in the good land of promise. 

How well it would be if all young con- 
verts would adopt this method of reading. 
They would not be spiritual dwarfs—they 
would surely rise, speedily into the noble 
proportions of well-rounded, symmetrical 
Christians. The posture referred to isin- 
dicative of profound reverence for the 
DivinE Word herce peculiarly pleasing to 
God—for He hath ‘‘magnified His word 
above all Hisname.” It denotes humility, 
and an earnest search for hidden treasure 
which God will honor. Beloved, try it— 
Bible reading on your knees, at least oc- 
casionally. You will surely be profited, 
and your profiting will be manifest.

To 
Satan, who was usually permitted in such 
cases to inflict pain or sickness on the 
offender, though slowly and gradually, of 
the flesh, unless prevented by speedy re- 
pentance.” Ican see how pious friends 
could pray for such a one not knowing the 
condition of his heart, and yet, his flesh 
being in the power of Satan, their prayer 
be not answered. They could notin such 
a case exercise faith ; they might hope but 
not believe, for faith has in it a conviction 
of the will of God. 

1 Cor. xi: 30, “ For this cause many are 
weak and sickly among you, and many 
sleep.” 


Scott’s Bible, ‘‘On account of these 


profanations many of them were- visited 


with enfeebling and wasting sickness, and 
several had even been cut off by death, 
which, being called sleep was charitably 
supposed to be that of believers. 

Barnes, ‘‘ ‘Many are weak’ evidently 
refers to prevailing bodily sickness and 
disease. This is the natural and obvious 
interpretation of this passage.” Here, 
then, are cases of sickness the result of 
abuses of the most sacred Lord’s supper, 
for which we think prayer could not avail 
if offered as long as the abuses were not 
repented of. May we not in these cases 
give an answer to the question, Why are 
not all who are prayed for healed? Their 
heart and conduct are not right before 
God, though they may be in church and at 
the Lord’s table. 

I will close by repeating three verses of 
one of Charles Wesley’s hymns, embody- 
ing the sentiment of what I have said this 
afternoon:

a been requested to give a series 





of articles on this subject, I shall en- 

deavor to treat it in a comprehensive 
rather than a minute way. Its exceeding- 
ly important relation to the whole scheme 
of redemption has led the enemy to take 
especial pains to pervert or obscure it, and 
in this he has been far too successful dur- 
ing the centuries of apostasy. The revival 
‘of Bible study, however, in these latter 
days, together with the outpouring of the 
Spirit and the marked providential events 
of the last century, have brought it back 
to something of the proper place which it 
should hold in our thought and affections. 
But still, the nature and magnitude of the 
subject are such, and the shadows of the 
apostasy so linger upon us, that the watch- 
men do not, as yet, see altogether eye to 
eye upon all of its details. It becomes us, 
therefore, to speak of it both with empha- 
sis and with caution; with emphasis be- 
cause of its importance, and with caution 
because of its magnitude and its mystery. 
The three things that are especially neces- 


sary to an understanding of it are, first, a 


knowledge of the Scriptures ; second, the 
illumination of the Holy Spirit ; and, third, 
a recognition of the marked events of his- 
tory in fulfillment of things predicted. All 
these things were largely wanting during 
the Middle Ages. But in these latter times 
they have all come into prominence, so 
that we are now in a condition to know 
something satisfactory concerning this 
truth. 

Notice the steps of preparation. In the 
Sixteenth century the spell of the papacy 
was broken ; in the Seventeenth, our com- 
mon version of the Bible was given us; in 
the Kighteenth, the Spirit was mightily 
poured out in the “‘Great Awakening” ; in 
the Nineteenth, wonders in politics, me- 
chanics and missions have already made 
many things, hitherto obscure, quite plain ; 
while doubtless, in the Twentieth, we shall 
see the grand event itself. At least, we 
are now in a condition to learn of it. 

I shall group what I have to say in this 
series upon the subject principally under 


| | five heads, as follows: 


I. The Place which the Coming of the 
Lord holds in the plan of redemption, both 
as a consummation and as a revelation. 

II. The Chief Schools of Prophetic Inter-

The Two Phases or Stages of the Com- 
ing; that is; For the Saints and With the 
Saints—a, distinction, the want of which is 
a source of confusion with those only par- 
tially informed. 

V. The probable imminence of the event 
in view of the signs of the times, for which 
we are bidden to watch. Over-confident 
time-setting has wrought mischief enough, 
it is true. But if we follow the Saviour’s 
directions to watch, we may know when 
the time is sufficiently near to not be sur- 
prised by the event. 

Each of these five heads will be made 
the subject of a separate paper, so that the 
reading of each may be neither tedious nor 
incomplete. .

and the sweet benedictions and 
promises of remembrance in prayer both 
by Mr. Simpson and Mr. Funk, go with 
me as an abiding inspiration. When I 
left my church in Auburn, Me., there was 
a great volume of prayer going up for me, 
with a promise of its continuance; then 
in New York Mr. Simpson said in parting, 
**T shall pray for you every day,” and Mr. 
_ Funk said, ‘‘I shall call you by name 
every day in prayer;” when we left Dr. 
Farnham in Shanghai, he especially com- 
mended us to the care of God. These 
‘things, with my own trust in God, have 
made me feel a remarkable senseof secur- 
ity all the way. Ihave had many oppor- 
tvnities to work for Christ both publicly 
and privately, and I have no doubt but 
_ that areadiness to doit has come to me 
in answer t» prayer. All the way I have 
found Christians, and with them a spirit 
of unity wliich makes us friends at once. 
I left New York on the 9th of October, 
‘and reached San Francisco on the 18th, 
stopping over the Sabbath in Chicago. 
The journey was full of interest, for I 
passed through the fertile fields of New 
‘York, Michigan, Kansas and California, 
the deserts of Utah and Nevada, the 
Rocky and Sierra Nevada Mountains, noted 
for their magnificent scenery, which no 
- pen or brush can describe. On the twenty- 
_ first of October we sailed on the Belgic, 
on a voyage of nineteen days and six 
hours to Yokahama. The voyage was 
characterized by squalls, head winds and 
heavy seas, but God kept me well and 
gave me work to do in the name of Christ.

-| opportunities which they have had. They 
| desire to progress and take a standing 


among civilized nations. Something less 
than twenty years ago they got the idea 
that this could be obtained by introducing 
the education of the West, but even Japan 
is learning that, while education is a 
power for good it is also a power for evil, 
and that the people will secure the desired 
change not by conformation but by the 
transformation of the gospe] of Christ. 
The goverment of Japan is virtually a 
constitutional monarchy now. About 


_eighteen months ago the Mikado promul- 


gated a constitution, the people elected 
representatives which form a diet, and 
when this body met in November last, it 
was found to contain sixteen Christians, 
and the chairman elect is said to be a 
member in the Presbyterian church. One 
Sunday morning I attended a native ser- 
vice in the Union church, Yokvhama. 
There were about three hundred and 
twenty-five present. I could not under- 
stand the sermon, but the preacher was 
very earnest, the congregation very devo- 
tional. All were clean and well dressed, 
and at the close, unlike the worshipers 
in some churches in America, several 
spoke to us, and hardly any passed by us 
in the church without bowing very low. 
Ferris Seminary, under the patronage of 
the Dutch Reformed Church, and con- 
ducted by Prof. Booth, is doing a good 
work. Mrs. Pierson and Miss Crosby, un- 
der the direction of the Woman’s Union 
Missionary Society, are doing a noble 
work, which is appreciated. Formerly 
they did very mucb for the Eurasians, and, 
while they work with them now, they do 
not confine their work to them. These 
noble women impressed us with their deep 
piety and intellectual strength. Here we 
had the pleasure of meeting Miss Helen 
Kinney, formerly of the New York Train- 
ing College. She was enjoying the hospi- 
tality of these ladies while waiting for a 
passport to. the place where she feels 


called to work. The good people at home 
must not forget that Miss Kinney repre- 
sents principles with which most of the 
missionaries in Japan do not sympathize, 
and therefore needs our prayers. 

It was a great pleasure to meet Dr. Hep- 
burn, who is one of the oldest mission- 
aries in Japan. He and his good wife 
have just celebrated their golden wedding, 
but are still very bright and entertaining . 
with theirrehearsal of facts which occurred 
during the pioneer days of missions in 
this country. 

Mr. and Mrs. Austin, of the Seaman’s 
Mission, did very much toward making 
our stay in Yokohama pleasant. We had 
the opportunity to speak twice at this 
mission. Pray for Mrs. Austin that she 
may regain her former faith in divine 
healing. Miss Brittian, No. 2 Bluff, is 
said to keep the best boarding house for 
traveling missionaries and Christians in 
Yokohama. 


Kobe is pleasantly situated at the foot 
of many towering hills, and at the head 
of Kobe Bay. Here we met Dr. Thomp- 
son, of the Baptist Church of Scotland, 
Rev. Mr. Towsen, Mrs. J. P. Ludlow, and 
others. Mr. and Mrs. Ludlow are well 
known to the Alliance people. Mr, Lud- 
low was away, but Mrs. Ludlow’s kindness 
and generous hospitality was ample 
enough for both. Mr. Ludlow is chaplain 
to the Seaman’s Mission, and has had 
many hindrances to his work; let me 
commend them to your prayers. It is 
at Kobe that Dr. Lambuth has done a 
wonderful work. He was many years in 
China, but at length went to Kobe, having 
four workers with him, and in four years 
added four hundred to the church and 
increased his foreign force to twenty-one. 
Mr. T. J. Ballard has a delightful home in 
Kobe, where he makes a specialty of en- 
tertaining missionaries and Christian 
travelers at reasonable rates, 

On the evening of Saturday, Nov. 22, 
we entered the beautiful bay of Nagasake, 
It is said to be one of the safest harbors 
in the world, and must be one of the most 
picturesque. We realize, too, that this is 
a place of great historical interest. At 
the mouth of the bay is Pappenburg, a 
small, conical island, perhaps a hundred 
feet high, from which, itis said, that all 
the Christians of the place were hurled 
into the sea about three hundred years 
ago. A resident missionary told me, how- 
ever, that this is questionable, but that 
twenty-one years ago he saw a large num- 
ber massacred at the head of the bay. We 
cannot believe that such things will ever 
occur again in Japan. 

If the Japanese are cleanly, aspiring 
and progressive, the Chinese—of Shang- 
hai, at least, and Iam told that those of 
this city are fairly representative — are 
dirty, self-satisfied and bigoted. I have 
no language adequate to describe the foul 
































sights and odors of Shanghai. I believe 

_ .that for one to work successfully with the 
Chinese he must have a spiritual baptism 

‘to withstand the filth, The slums and 
dives of New York at midnight cannot 
compare with Shanghai streets at noon- 
-.. day, and nobody regards it his business to 
.. keep things clean. I speak of the Chinese 
_- city ; the settlement where the foreigners 
- reside is in most quarters different—quite 
“ gleanly. The Bund isa beautiful street, 


. with many fine buildings, and looks as 


_. fresh and cleanly as any street in an 
~~“. American city. 
_.° AtShanghai we made our home with 
“the family of my uncle, Dr. J. M. W. 
_\-Farnham, who has been a missionary in 
_ Sanghai for thirty-one years. He devoted 
-- much time to us, and throuzh his kindness 
‘we were permitted to see very much of 
the native life and the mission work. We 
--met about seventy-five of the mission- 
’ aries, and found them a most devoted 
- glass of people. They seemed different 
. ‘from most of the missionaries which we 
~smetin Japan. Among them we met. Mr. 
“Stevenson, Sub-manager cf Hudson Tay- 
-Jor’s China Inland Mission, who kindly 
~-‘told us about the working of their mission, 
“which is truly wonderful. A missionary 
“told me that he remembered when Hud- 
"gon Taylor was laughed at for his peculiar 
. sideas in Shanghai, when he stood alone, a 
poor man. Now under his direction the 
- mission has ninety regular stations in 
-*: Central China, four hundred missiouaries, 
: "a training school for men at Gan-king and 
~ “for women at Yung-chow. Their head- 
“quarters in Shanghai consist of three 
-. Jarge brick buildings surrounding three 
. gides of an open court, costing fifty or 
_<“gixty thousand dollars, the gift of one 
-*-man, a missionary. All of this mission 
. dress in the costume of the people where 
. they labor. This mission is attracting to 
“dt many friends. We also met here Mr. 
2 W, J. Lewis, connected with this work. 
~ The Presbyterian printing establishment 
~ does alarge business under the superin- 
~<tendency of Mr, Fitch. Miss Anna Moore, 
_s known to the ALLIANCE readers, was 
“pleased with the many words of love 
_ brought to her from the convention in 
New York by us, and returns to her many 
«friends her kind regards. Her quiet, 
‘sweet spirit wins her many friends in 
Shanghai. It was rumored that she is 
'-very soon to become Mrs. Silsby by mar- 
. Tage to a Presbyterian missionary, who 
has charge of the work at the South Gate. 
~. Mr, Silsby struck us as being a very 
"estimable man. 
. It was gratifying to come into personal 
contact with Shanghai and the mission- 
-. aries, We were permitted to speak here 
S five times, twice at the Union Church, 
' once at the W. C. T. U., once af the Sea- 
“man’s Mission, and once to the Chinese, 
through theinterpretation of Dr. Farnham. 
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Our heart goes out to China in great 
pity. When shall this great people be 
gathered out of idolatry, bigotry and filth 
into the fold of Jesus Christ? When shall 
His kingdom come and His will be done 
in China? Leta great volume of prayer 
go up, asking that it may be speedy. The 
gospel of Christ and nothing but that can 
save and transform this people. 





mer Letter from Mrs. Brodie. 


0 Ta LS .. Jan. 20, 1891. 
hEAR Mr. Simpson: I am sorry to have 
been so long in sending a line to you 
and the Alliance regarding the ar- 
rival and departure of Miss Howard for 
Japan, and Mr. Scott for the Congo. 
But I was very much claimed during 
their stay with us, and since they left, 
have had fresh calls on me, and many ar- 
rears of correspondence to meet. I trust 
however this will not be too late for 
insertion in a February number of the 
** ALLIANCE.” 

In the midst of a heavy snow-storm, 
your dear missionaries arrived, and I need 
hardly say how we thanked the Lord for 
letting us have them in our nest during 
such weather. One only regret was they 
had to be in somewhat close quarters, as 
we have only one spare room, and this, 
Miss Howard and Mr. Scott’s mother had 
to make the best of; while our Hugh wel- 
comed the privilege of giving up his bed 
to a real missionary for Africa, sleeping by 
his bedside on a chair bedstead. I believe 
that room has been doubly-hallowed since. 

We thank God for sending Mr. P. 
Cameron Scott to us, and that from the 
‘‘ Alliance” has gone one, who is willing 
to be taught by His Spirit, and led on into 
the unfoldings of the Eternal Life which 
he has received. It is blessed that one 
who can be disciplined, and is learning so 
patiently the restraints and constraints of 
the Spirit has been chosen for the Congo: 
that place where only fully Christ-pos- 
sessed souls should venture. 

The dear ones came tous Dec. 20, and 
were with us through Christmas and New 
Years; stepping on to the untrodden 
ground of 1891 with strange gladness and 
composure, ‘‘ standing on the promises of 
God.” As we worshiped together New 
Year’s morn, we united with you all in 
the Spirit, for blessing in this year ; there- 
fore ‘‘ we will trust, and not be afraid.” 

Our brother Scott was detained in Lon- 
don longer than he expected, and indeed 
at every step there seemed delays, but it 
was only ‘“‘seeming” for behind each re- 
straint we saw God’s preparations for 
the days to come in Africa which mean 
‘‘ waiting.”

O my dear friends scattered abroad 
throughout the States, greeting. 
‘*Grace, mercy, and peace, from 


God our Father, and from the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 


It is in my heart to write my many 
friends individually ; but such a thing 
being impossible at this time, it is with 

_ joy that I can greet you through the 





' . columns of our ‘“‘ ALLIANCE,” and although 
somewhat late, yet do I wish you in the 


name of our Lord, ‘‘A Happy New Year.” 
“The blessing of the Lord maketh rich, 
and addeth no sorrow.” 

_ My own heart is bubbling over with 
‘joy this morning, ar I think on the good- 
ness of God in permitting me te go to the 
foreign field and preach the gospel to the 
heathen. ‘‘Othat men would praise the 
Lord for His goodness. and for His won- 
derful works to the children of men.” 

. The last word our beloved Mr. Simpson 
said to me as we parted on board the 
steamship Circassia, was ‘‘ wonderful.” 
This word has gone with me since that 
‘moment, and when I see what God has 
wrought for us in these few weeks, on 
sea, and on land, I can only exclaim from 
the depths of my soul, ‘‘ wonderful.” Our 
little party has every reason to be thank- 
ful for He, our God, hath done great 
things for us whereof we are glad. When 
‘our ship was being tossed from side to 
side by the fury of wind and wave, Jesus 
our Captain, stood up in the midst of us, 


and although He did not rebuke the 
~ storm outside, yet said He within my in- 


most soul, ‘Peace be still,” and within 
there was an exceeding great calm. 


I had expected to have evangelistic ser- | 


vice on board every day, but God ordered 
otherwise, and led me to fish for souls in- 
dividually. An Episcopalian clergyman 
being on board, to him was given the 
Sabbath services. Iam sorry to say the 
example of this man was not good dur- 
ing the week, as he sat down to the table 
with other passengers to play cards and 
chess every night. ‘The Lord led me into 
the smoking roum to talk with the men 
about their souls, and I at first met with 
great opposition, having on board a Jew, 
spiritualist, scientists, infidels, and noth- 
ingists. The second Sabbath, these very 
men who at first so bitterly opposed my 
Christ and myself, petitioned the captain 
themselves that I might have the services. 
The captain granted their request and we 
had a very precious little season, in which 
the Spirit of God was manifest. 

Our stay in Glasgow was very short, 
but even here the Lurd blessed us. I had 
asked Father to Jet me give out the 
glorious truths He had made real in my 
own life, in this the city where I was 
born, Tne Lord answered prayer, and I 
was asked to take the pulpit of Rev. Mr. 
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Graham. I had three services here, one of 
them being on the street. At the evening 
service the Lord led me to speak on His 
life for the body, which the Holy Spirit 
applied, and many thanked me for the 
word of the Lord. One old lady came to 
me and said: ‘‘I have suffered long, and 
tried many physicians, but now I’m going 
to the Great Physician.” I must not 
dwell longer here, but for a moment let 


me carry you up to the great city of Lon-: 


don to the home of our beloved sister in 
the Lord, Mrs. Brodie. Truly this is the 
house of God and the very gate of heaven. 

Many of us enjoved the God-given 
Bible readings, for which God choose to 
make her the channel while in New York, 
but to be permitted to stay in her home is 
avery great privilege, for which 1 shall 
always thank God; and I also feel that 
the Christian Alliance is very deeply in- 
debted for the great interest and attention 
shown by her to their missionaries. Much 
she has done to make me comfortable in 
the tropical land to which lam going,lahor- 
ing with her own hands, making it all the 
more precious. 

The Lord has opened many doors of 
service while here, permitting us to give 
our testimony in Bethshan and many 
other places. A very precious work is 
being carried on at this home for the 
Lord’s children. The Training College is 
also well attended, and one thing which I 
particularly like is the practical training 
which the students receive. They are 
taught to do carpenter work, shoe-mend- 
ing, baking, house- keeping generally, etc., 
which it seems to me missionaries ought 
to be able to do before entering the foreign 
field. It isn’t only that we are able to 
lead a meeting or give in a brilliant testi- 
mony, but we need to labor with our own 
hands, and our life before them will be a 
far grander testimony then all that we 
might say. 

We attended a very precious meeting of 
the China Inland Mission, on the after- 
noon of January g. The meeting was 
very interesting, being the farewell to 
twelve of their number who leave on Janu- 
ary 9 for their field of labor. 

Three of the dear sisters were from 
Sweden, one from Norway. and one from 
Finland, these were especially filled with 
the Spirit. It was quite interesting to 
see and to know. that this dear sister from 
Finland, was the first woman missionary 
ever sent out from that country. Two 
were from Lreland, and five were English. 
As Miss Howard goes on the same boat 
with these, Mrs. Broaie took her down to 
introduce hertothem. It wasmy privilege 
also to be there, and being introduced to 
to the secretary Mr. Brvomall, he asked 
me to say a few words. He received us 
very kindly indeed, and afterward very 
touchingly presented me with a beautiful 
book, ‘‘ The evangelization of the world.” 








I must not write more at present, but 
thanking all in the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ for the great kindness shown 
to my beloved mother and myself on both 
sides of the water, I would commend you 
to God, who is able to keep you, and to 
present you faultless. 

To-morrow! leave London for Rotterdam 
and on the day following for the Congo.

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in Japan, principally through the 

efforts of an energetic minister of 
that society sent over by the American 
Unitarians. A Presbvterian pastor of 
Tokio has joined them. and a monthly 
magazine is being- published, called The 
Unitarian.

‘Africa now has at work within her bor- 
ders ten American, twelve British, and 
thirteen continental Missionary Societies. 
There are more than 700 ordained missiou- 
aries, and more than 7,000 native preachers. 
It is estimated that there are, both white

and native, about 175,000 communicants, 


and 800,000 adherents. The Congo region, 
so recently opened, now has a chain of 
mission stations extending almost from 
the mouth of the river to the equator, and 
five large steamers are engaged in mission 
work on the Upper Congo. Kings quarrel 
in the greedy struggle for the largest 
piece, but Christ will get Africa.” 

A blessed work is being done by the dif- 
ferent Bible Societies in connection with 
foreign missions. It is estimated that the 
Bible has now been translated into the 
languages of nearly nine-tenths of the 
people of the earth, while in the early 
part of the century it could be read by 
only one-fifth. This is due in a very large 
measure to the untiring labors of the mis- 
sionaries, who have made it their first 
work to study the languages of the people 
among whom they labor, and prepare 
translations for publications,

RHIS god has, perhaps, more influence

There are three principal times for the 
worship of this god. The first is his 
birthday, which is on the third ot the 
eighth month. Early in the morning each 
family burns paper money and incense, 
and spreads wine and soup before the god. 
Then each person prostrates himself four 
times before him, praying aloud that he 
will accept the offerings. The second 
time for his worship is on the twenty-third 
of the twelfth month, just seven days be- 
fore the new year, when they say he 
ascends to heaven to report to his elder 
brother, who is the supreme ruler of all 
things, all that has happened during the 
yeir, and gets his orders for the year to 
come. On this day, besides the paper 
money, incense, soup and wine, he re- 
ceives sweetmeats, cakes and fruit. The 
idea of this is that he will be pleased 
with the nice things, and that his mouth 
will have a sweet taste, so he will natur- 
ally speak sweet, pleasant words about 
them to his elder brother. Many offer a 
rabbit also, that he may ride swiftly to 
He must be a small god! 

When the offerings are all spread out 
they tear down the old picture of Tsaon 
Wong from the fire place and burn it, so 
starting him on his flight. As it burns 
they prostrate themselves and repeat ina 
sort of rhyme such a prayer as this: 


“Our Tsaon Wong to-night for heaven must 


start; 

Come, eat of our offerings before you depart. 

Here are cakes, dates and pears, all good, as you 
know, 

And a handful of candy to eat as you go 

Aud when you get there and report for the year, 

Please say to your brother we’re good people 
here; 

Don't mention our bad deeds, no, never a tittle, 

But tell him our good ones—make much out of 
little.
